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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claim is directed to a "monitoring device" but there is no claimed 
element to facilitate the monitoring and further there is no result from the device as 
claimed. 

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claimed "for monitoring particles" does not give the claim utility 
because it is not shown in the claim how the device will monitor the particles. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 



6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
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elements. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted elements are the elements that are 
being used to monitor the silicon wafer transfer pods, as set out in the preamble of claim 
4, and how that element will actually monitor the silicon wafer transfer pods. 

Examiner suggests the addition of the required element and claim language that 
will explain its specific operation with respect to how it will monitor the silicon wafer 
transfer pods. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . The omitted elements are the elements that 
explain how the particles are actually monitored in the claimed "for monitoring particles" 
in line 5. 

Examiner suggests the addition of claim language that will explain specifically 
how the particles are to be monitored. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dougan et 
al. (Dougan; US Patent 6,884,639). 
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Regarding claim 10 , Dougan discloses Semiconductor Wafer Pod, that has the 
following claimed limitations: 

The claimed two discs are met by the two wafers (501 and 502) as seen in figure 
5 (column 8, lines 44-54); 

The claimed at least one sample tube between said discs is met by the sensor(s) 
(506) as seen in figure 5 (column 8, lines 44-54); 

The claimed said discs and said at least one sample tube are configured to fit 
inside a silicon wafer transport pod for monitoring particles is met by the pod (109) that 
includes the wafers and sensors as seen in figure 5 (column 8, lines 44-54).
